In Humanity’s Name 
An Editorial 


ITH surprise, tinged with horror, many readers of this 
issue of The Bulletin will learn from a news article by 

J. S. Cowper, of the inhuman condition that prevails in 
Central Alberta in regard to sick persons from the bank- 
rupt or impoverished rural municipalities. Although there 
are four great modern hospitals in the city of Edmonton— 
one of them maintaitied in connection with the provincial 
university—it is said that daily, persons desperately ill are 
being turned away from the hospitals to suffer, or mayhap 
to die, because the government has provided no machinery 
whereby the service of these great and well-equipped in- 
stitutions can be made available to poor people from the 


Next to safeguarding the health of the public, one of 
the first duties of a government is to see that the indigent 
sick among its people are given the means of recovery when 
desperately ill. Where a municipality is prosperous and in 
a position to make a contract with a hospital, and furnishes 
its sick with proper letters and guarantees, no difficulty 
presents itself. For the past three years, however, munici- 
pality after municipality has been unable to make contracts

bankrupt municipalities. | 


with hospitals or furnish sick persons in their midst with 
guarantees for hospital attendance. | 


There is no reflection upon the medical profession in 
this situation. Many leading doctors in the city have never 
turned away a sick person unhelped for lack of money. 
Some of them after making examination, giving advice and 
arranging to perform the necessary operations without 
hope of payment, finding themselves frustrated in their 
humane efforts because the indigent ones could not be ad- 
mitted to operating rooms or hospital wards, have gone to 
personal trouble and expense in vain efforts to get hospital- 
ization for poor patients. 


The remedy suggested is that the Provincial Relief 
Commission or other central body be given authority to 
order such sick patients into the hospital under a provincial 
guarantee of payment for hospital service, charging the 
cost to the municipality. As an added help in this situation 
it is also suggested that an interne doctor or qualified 
nurse be attached to each admitting room, to prevent the 
irony of acute cases being refused admission by lay per- 
sons on the remarkable reasoning that they are not emer- 
gency cases if they can walk. 


With millions invested in our four great hospitals, 


doctors, nurses and hospital accommodation to spare, it is 


an outrage against humanity that poor persons from out- 
side the city should be refused the chance to obtain treat- | 
ment and regain health. 


If the cost of this service is the reason for governmental 
remissness The Bulletin could show that on a mere dollars 
and cents basis it pays the state to look after the health of 
its subjects. It prefers to base its appeal for immediate 
reform on the broad ground of common humanity.

Lord President of the Council, 
said:

“Among the great industries which must demand 
the further attention and consideration of the Govern- 
ment are coal, cotton, iron and steel and shipping.” 

Previously, Hon. Walter Elliott, Minister of Agriculture, 
hinted at the broad policy in the following words: 

“We shall be forced to come to the House to ask for 
the sanction for wide and sweeping changes in the econ- 
omic structure of this country. We shall be forced to 
do so by necessity for economic planning.” 

An intensive agitation is going on behind the scenes in 
support of the idea. Leading members of the Government are 
favorable, and they have the strong support of inflzential 
young Tories outside the Ministry. 


Government Reasons for 


Remedial Action 


The failure of industries to carry 
out the conditions on which protec- 


tive tariffs and associated devices 
were introduced, has largely 


prompted the plan. | 

It was definitely laid down, when} 
the new fiscal policy was advocat- 
ed, that | 

Protection was intended to as- | 
sist industries to get on their feet | 
and help themselves against un- | 
economic competition, while they | 
themselves were being brought 
up to date. 

They have, in most cases, done 
nothing effective, and the fear is 
now expressed in Tory circles that 
the little upward movement in trade 
which has taken place this year in 
some quarters may have the result 
of making voluntary reform more 
unlikely than ever. 

The only alternative, it is argued, 
is stern compulsion—in the inter- 
ests of industry itself and also to 
enforce the condition on which 
Protection was advocated and ac- 
cepted by the country. 

The iron and steel industry will 
claim that it is proceeding with 
reorganization according to the 
scheme it submitted to the Tariff 
Board a long time ago. 

But the view is growing in in- 
fluential quarters that that scheme 
was so much “eye-wash,” and 
that it will never be voluntarily 
applied. 

Coal has proved itself equally 
ineffective. The Act of 1930 gave 
it a chance, which has not been 
seized. 

That Act made marketing schemes 
compulsory, but the owners have 
made those schemes as limited as 
they possibly could, and they have 
failed to agree on extensions that 
have been proved necessary. 

Under the same Act a Coal Mines 
Neorganization Commission was set 
up. It has been patiently at work 
ever since, trying to induce volun- 
tary reorganization on the product- 
ive side. 

But that effort has failed and the 
Commission is now being forced to 
go to the courts to compel action. 

The proposed new legislation ap- 
plying to all industries will profit 

by the experience of the coal meas- 
ure, and swift action will be en-| 
forced at once. 

The cotton industry is another 
which has proved its complete fail- 
ure voluntarily to put its house in 
order, 

WASTE EVERYWHERE 

Certain modest recommendations 
were made by a Government Com- 

mittee in 1929, but these have been 
ignored. Every attempt at co-opera- 
tion in the industry has broken 
down on the rocks of individual- 
ism. 

Meanwhile the industry — oui 
chief export trade—is afflicted with 
waste far exceeding real production 
costs—waste in buying, waste in 
manufacture and waste in market- 
ing. 

The woollen textile industry, 
though less in the public eye, is 
equally ill-organized and equally 
soaked in old-fashioned individ- 
valism. | 
With regard to agriculture, that 

industry is undergoing big changes 
in regard to marketing, under the 
Acts of 1931, and it is being assist- 
ed by the Act passed this year} 
regulating imports, | 

But this is only part of what is 
in store for agriculture, The pro- 
moters of those measures have no 
delusion that they will be suffi- 
cient, and the next step will be, 
it is proposed, reorganization of 
farming itself, with large-scale 
farms on lines more approaching 
the factory idea,

FEW ILLUSTRATIONS 

Now see how it works out, Here 
are a few illustrations from actual 
cases.

There was no doctor 
handy, so he was rushed to town for 
medical aid. It was one of those 
cases where the man had no money. 

The city doctor, realizing the 
danger of infection, ordered the}

It wasn't an emergency case. The 
man was able to walk. Infection 
| had not started, He had no order 
from his municipality. Therefore he

an emergency case. Infection had 
begun. The man was running a 
temperature. The doctor he first 
| consulted long-distanced the muni 
| cipal secretary at his own expense 
| to obtain for the patient the re- 
| quested order. 

| “The council won't be meeting for 
another three weeks, I don't think 


| they'll give him an order then, 
said the secretary. 
R.C.M.P. TOOK ACTION 
In three weeks the man would 


have been dead from blood poison- 
| ing. Accordingly the doctor took 
strong measures. He reported the 
facts to the R. C. M. P. and a troop- 
er was sent out to the municipality 
to get the order at once. Eventual- 
ly, after much delay and suffering 
and aggravation of the wound, the 
man was admitted to hospital. 

| They don’t always end so happily 
as that. Here is another case. A 
poor Ukrainian farm wife was tak- 
en ill with internal pains. Her hus- 
band raised enough money to send 
her to the city, but he hadn't any 
money for a railway ticket for him- 
self or for her expenses. 

The sick woman couldn't speak 
English, but a fellow traveller who 
spoke Ukrainian directed her to a 
leading doctor. The doctor found 
| she had an internal cancer, which 
| if removed at once, gave every hop: 
of recovery. He sent her to the 
hospital, intending to operate next 
day. 

An hour or two later the poor 
woman was back at his office, En- 
| quiry of the admitting clerk reveal- 
ed that she had been turned away 

“But this is an emergency case,” | 
protested the doctor. 

“Oh, no! She is able to walk,

| WOMAN DISAPPEARED 


The woman didn’t even know the 
|name of her municipality. Without 
a cent in her pocket or a shelter to 
go to she disappeared. The doctor 
was unable to trace her, His hope is 
that she may have found fellow 
countrymen who helped her to get 
surgical aid; his fear is that she has 
gone unhelped and that the cancer 
has passed into a stage where early 
death is inevitable. Poor and alone 
and in an alien country, this woman

had the hospital doors closed in her , 
face, She has had a sentence of death 
passed upon her more irrevocable

| I could tell many more stories in 
| illustration, Nearly every downtown 
doctor can supply them. The profit-

GET IT GOING 

Calgary aldermen say that city could profit- 
ably spend $4,000,000 for civic improvements, 
and that another $1,000,000 could be spent in 
useful public undertakings in surrounding terri- 
tory, if the money were available at low rates 
of interest, low enough to make the spending 
safe. 

If Mr. Bennett has in mind any such compre- 
hensive construction program as suggested for 
the relief of unemployment, he need not be in 
wonder as to where and through what agencies 
the money can be put to use and into circula- 
tion. Edmonton and Calgary have gone 
record as ready to co-operate in that respect. 
Other Alberta cities and important centres will

PILING UP THE SCORE 

A former Conservative government filled the 
available worth while posts at Ottawa with 
its political friends, and then put a civil service 
commission on the job to prevent any succeed- 
ing government firing them. 

The “spoils system,” it was proclaimed, was 
thereby abolished, and thereafter any public 
employee who attended to business and kept 
clear of politics would be sure of his job, what- 
ever government or party came into power.

But Sir Robert Borden evidently under- 
estimated the ingenuity, or over-estimated the 
chivalry, of dne of his successors, Mr. Bennett, 
it is stated in despatches, has made a clean 
sweep of deputy ministers and holders of other 
ranking offices who had been appointed by 
Liberal governments, the commission and the 
spoils professions notwithstanding, and has 
replaced these with gentlemen of his own polit- 
ical persuasion. 

That is a pretty small brand of politics at 
best. It will be interesting to see how parlia- 
ment takes this re-introduction of the “spoils” 
system, so virtuously condemned by a score of 
members upon whom the Government depends 
for support. How the country will take it there 
is not much room for doubt; we were supposed 
to have got away from the “peanut” variety of 
political activities. 

Apparently the Premier has decided that 
since he is defying parliament and public opin- 
ion on so many questions he may as well ignore 
them on any other question when so-minded. 
“As well be hanged for a sheep as a lamb,” 
The “hanging” being plainly inevitable when- 
ever a general e ection is called, it will make 
no particular difference to him whether it is for 
one offence or many. 


LRING HOME THE MONEY 

About a quarter of a century ago a distin- 
guished group of Canadian financiers decided 
that Canada was too small or too doubtful an 
area for their operations, or too enlightened to 
give free scope to theii acquisitive propensities, 
Headed by Mackenzie and Mann they turned 
attention to the republic of Mexico, and decided 
to bestow on that backward country the bless- 
ings of tram lines, lighting systems, and electric 
power-—for a satisfactory consideration in thc 
shape of stock dividends and bond interest. 

Canada was at that time at the height of the 
railway-building era, and millions gleaned 
directly and indirectly from construction and 
speculation here went into Mexican power 
plants and distribution systems Canadian 
newspapers quite generally protested against 
this export of capital, but nothing came of their 
protests. Canada was a good enough country in 
which to make money, but not a good enough 
country in which to invest it; that seemed to be 
the governing idea of our home-grown inter- 
national financiers 

President Rodriguez announces that the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico is going into the electric 
power business, as one step in its program to 
shake Mexican industry free of foreign control, 


This, the despatches say, means a “distinct 
blow” to the privately-owned enterprises built 
up there with Canadian money. Perhaps, unlike 
some: former Mexican potentates, the President 
intends to buy up these undertakings and give 
the investors their money. That is to be hoped. 

It is also to be hoped that when they get 
the money they will bring it back to Canada 
and set it at work here. Legally they are en- 
titled to do as they please, but if nationalism 
means anything in the realm of finance there is 
a moral obligation involved. 

Canada needs capital, and offers opportun- 
ities for its profitable employment in countless 
ways and lines of enterprise. Since Canada did 
these exporters of capital a goood turn in mak- 
ing it possible for them to accumulate the 
money, some obligation must rest upon them 
to use it in helping to build up the country 
and give employment to their fellow-country- 
men,

The policy initiated in 1927 by the Greek 
to encourage the production of 


Government 
domestie wheat and to protect the farmer by the 
purchase of his wheat at inflated prices, has 
been applied to proceeds of the 1933 crop on a 
wider scale than heretofore, writes Mr. T. J. 
Monty, acting trade commissioner in Athens, in 
the Commercia! Intelligence Journal. Wheat 
prdouction this year is estimated at 620,000 tons, 
of which it is expected 192,000 tons (30.9 per 
cent) will be pooled, as compared with a pro- 
duction of 564,000 tons and a previous record 
pooling of 76,900 tons (13.6 per cent) in 1932. 
The price paid to the farmer for domestic wheat 
produced during the course of the present year 
averaged $0.0221 per pound, This price is ar- 
rived at by taking a similar grade of foreign 
wheat, delivered in Piraeus with duty and all 
other charges attached, and increased by a fixed 
protection of $0.0044 per pound, In order that 
the committee may dispose of this wheat, im- 
porters are compelled to purchase local wheat 
in the ratio of one local to two foreign imported. 
The percentage of such compulsory purchase is 
therefore 50, in comparison with 15 per cent 
last year, 

There is no question but money is not cir- 
culating freely as it should among the people, a 
feature thoroughly bad from the standpoint of 
the people as a whole, tending as it does to re- 
tard business greatly. There is little question 
that if the destructive economy policies were 
stopped and currency inflated to a limited ex- 
tent, it would do much to bring about a return 
to prosperity.—Wainwright Star.

Causes of Excessive 


Stomach and Intestinal Gas 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The most common symptoms which I have 
ever found in those patients coming to me for 
treatment is excessive stomach and intestinal 
gas. In most cases this symptom has been 
present for years and the patient usually has 
worked out some temporary remedy which he 
uses but he has not been able 
to find a permanent cure, 

A small amount of gas is 
present in the stomach and 
intestines at all times but the 
healthy person is not aware 
of it because it is present in 
such small amounts. When 
an excessive amount of gas 
is present to such a degree 
that it causes pain and dis- 
tress similar to colic, «then 
such a condition is called 
flatulence. Flatulence is not 
only an annoying symptom but it is frequently 
very humiliating or embarrassing to the patient, 
especially when the gas has an unpleasant odor. 

Several other symptoms are commonly pre- 
sent with excessive gas such as belching, bloat- 
ing, rumbling noises, rapid beating of the heart 
and a sensation of fullness. The gas pressure 
attacks usually come on during the night and 
may induce sleeplessness and nightmares, When 
gas accumulates it tends to make worse such 
nervous symptoms as cold hands, nervous chills 
and an uneasy, anxious feeling. While the gas 
generally collects sometime after a meal it may 
appear almost immediately. Many people suffer 
from flatulence only after they have eaten un- 
wisely, but others seem to develop gas after 
eating almost any food. 

Flatulence is found in many disorders; for 
example, the patient with chronic indigestion 
will be bothered with excessive gas. When 
any heart disease is present, there is usually 
gas pressure from a large pocket of gas which 
pushes upward against the heart, accelerating 
the heart beat and causing rapid heart. The 
patient with asthma also suffers from an ex- 
cessive amount of gas in the top of the stomach. 
Many of the diseases of women are made worse

by the distention of the intestines with gas 
which causes pressure against the sensitive 


pelvic organs 

A prolapsus or falling of the organs is an- 
other cause of gas, and the patient with colitis 
usually has this distressing symptom. If suffi- 
cient gas collects in the intestines on the lower 
right hand side it may cause pains of a colicky 
nature which are often mistaken for the pains 
from appendicitis. Thousands of people are now 
developing disorders which started from the’ 
contnual pressure from flatulence. You do not 
need to go on suffering from the discomfort due 
to gas and I would advise you to begin today 
to try to overcome this trouble. 

The best plan is to study some of the causes 
of excessive gas so that you may remove them. 
Some of the causes of too much gas are the 
following: wrong food combinations; overeat- 
ing; stomach inflammation; excessive ferment- 
ation in the intestines; a bad habit of swallow- 
ing air while belching; the use of gas-forming 
foods; gulping food while it is half-chewed; 
constipation and the use of indigestible foods. 
I will now discuss some of these causes at 
greater length. 

One of the chief causes of excessive gas is 
the use of wrong food combinations. Some of 
the food combinations avoid if you have 
flatulence are: combining acids with starches 
at the same meal; combining meat and starch 
such as bread; and combining starch with sugar. 
The patient with gas in too large amounts will 
find that the foods most likely to cause trouble 
when wrongly combined are the starchy foods. 

The best rule to follow is to Jearn the right 
way to combine your foods and I am sure that 
by correctly combining your meals each day 
your distress from gas will be greatly relieved.

“I have heard that they are now drying per- 
simmons in California and that the fruit is deli- 
cious, Have you ever seen this product?” 

ANSWER: Yes, I have tasted the dried per- 
simmons and found them very pleasant. When 
properly dried, the fruit is attractive and the 
taste is very sweet. The persimmons are 
peeled with an apple peeling machine, dried in 
the hot desert sun, and then taken in for a few 
days. During this time it sweats out fruit sugar 
which crystallizes within a short period and 
covers the fruit with dried sugar, I would sug- 
gest that you use the unsulphered dried per- | 
simmons if you can secure them, |

MOUNTED POLICE ARRIVE 

“Sir Sanford Flemming. C.E. 
made the first transcontinental rail- 
way survey through Edmonton and 
the Yellowhead Pass to the Pacific 
Coast. The Mounted Police reached 
Edmonton in 1874. Mail service was , 
established in 1876 with Fort Gary. 
The C.P.R. reached Edmonton in 
1891 from Calgary, and in 1897 this 
city was the outfitting post for 
thousands of gold seekers, bound 
for the Klondike. In 1904 Edmonton 
was incorporated as a City and in 
1905 the Canadian Northern railway 
entered Edmonton, our first trans- 
continental. 

“From that date to the present the 
growth of Edmonton has _ been 
steady and of a permanent nature 
The population is 80,000 and a city 
modern in everyway, stands where 
a fur-trading post flourished for 
many years. 

“The City of Edmonton is also an 
important highway centre. From the 
Fast three main highways connect 
Edmonton with Winnipeg. Saska- 
toon and Regina. A gravelled road 
ru south to the Montana bound- 
ar also to Banff and Waterton 
Lakes. Good dirt roads have been 
constructed in Northern Alberta 
and the Peace River country. By 
the end of 1934 a good gravelled 
highway, some 250 miles long.

“Edmonton has many natural ad- 
vantages. Nature has done much 
to assist in the building of a beauti- | 
ful city and the architect is improv- | 
ing nature's handiwork. The par- 
liament buildings are among the 
most beautiful in the continent. The 
university buildings, particularly 
the Arts’ and Medical buildings, 
compare very favorably with struc- 
tures of many older universities.

Witn fuel and power in 
abundance, and timber and other 
raw materials plentiful, the manu- 
facturing and industrial future of 
Edmonton is assured, 

“Perhaps our greatest asset is the 
extremely fertile farming district 
surrounding the city. For over a} 
hundred miles from the city in all 
directions nature has placed a rich 
black loam soil, unsurpassed for 
agricultural purposes anywhere. 
The finest of grains are grown ad- 
jacent to the city. Many of the 
leading awards in world competi- 


tion have come to farmers in the 
Edmonton district and the fine 
parklands and lakes provide the 


grasses, feed and water for the rais- 
ing of livestock in large numbers. 
Mixed farming is carried on to a 
large extent and the importance of 
the livestock industry has been re- 
cognized by the erection of three of 
the largest packing plants in west- 
ern Canada. The Edmonton stock- 
yards provide accommodation for 
both the domestic and export trade.

| The Athabasca 


“Edmonton has been called the} 
most air-minded city in Canada 
This has been brought about by the 
early erection of a modern muni- 
cipal airport in the city. It com- 
prises in all 300 acres and while 
only 180 acres are in actual use, 
there is lots of room for develop- 
ment. As in the early da of} 
|transportation Edmonton was, and| 
still is, the base of supply for a large | 
area, particularly the great unde- 
veloped north. Following through 
the successive stages of travel, such 
as freighting by team in winter 
and by team and scow in summer, 
then by rail to Athabasca and Mc- 
Murray, the aeroplane is now the 
latest means of travel to the north 
To show how important this is be- 
coming, the following figures for 
December, 1933, are given: 

“Freight and passengers, consist- 
ing largely of mining and traders’ | 
supplies, 200,000 Ibs. and 150 pas- 
sengers. Return plenes are f@ly 
loaded with furs and passengers. 
Cargoes of fur valued at $50,000 are 
often carried by one machine. The 
aviation activities to the north from 
Edmonton and McMurray airports 
are continuous the year around, ex- 
cept for short periods in the spring 
and fall. During the winter 
months skiis are used and during 
the summer months, pontoons. The 
Edmonton field is equipped to 
Class “A” standard with hangar, ad- 
ministration and workshop facili- 
ties, day and night marking and 
fuelling facilities. 

SUMMER TRAFFIC 

“In order to handle the summer 
traffic, the city of Edmonton is co- 
operating with the provincial and 
dominion governments in construct 
ing a combination sea and land 
plane base at South Cooking Lake, 
19 miles south-east by air of the 
municipal field. The Cooking Lake 
base will provide the necessary | 
accommodation for passengers, 
pilots and mechanics using the base. 
In addition workshop facilities for 
minor repairs and change overs will 
be available. This lake has been 
used for several years by planes 
flying into the north, and the de- 
velopment ai present underway is 
improving the natural conditions 
Four different established airlines 
are using Edmonton as their base 
for north flying 

“The planes operate as far as the 
Arctic Ocean, over an excellent sys- 
tem of waterways which provide a 
safe route both summer and winter 
River is flown as 
far as Athabasca Lake, Thence the 
Slave River is used to Great Slave 
Lake Thence the McKenzie is used 
to the Arctic Ocean. 

“Great Bear Lake mining camp is 
11 hours flying time from Edmonton 
The planes fly to Fort Resolution, 
thence across Great Slave Lake to 
Fort Rae and by way of a chain of 
lakes to Great Bear Lake. At pres- 
ent there are between 200 and 300 
miners and officials in permanent 
residence at Great Bear Lake min- 
ing camps, and indication are that 
the field is very rich in radium
